the outside world. 


Convict LABoR FOR THE SPAR- 
TANBURG AND ASHEVILLE R. R.— 
Fifty convicts from the State Peni- 
tentiary were yesterday evening sent 
West to werk on the Spartanburg ¢ 
Asheville Railroad, the road hiring 
the same from the State, to feed, 
clothe and be responsible for them, 
the State only furnishing an 
agent to look after the welfare of 
these eonvicts and toact as humani- 
tarian under Legislative advisement 
in such cases provided. We learn 
that this road will soon want one 
bundred more, which, together with 
the number that will be required on 
the W. N.C. R. R., will materially 
lesson the pumber of convicts to be 
keptin the State per at the State's 
expense. This building of the rail- 


roads ofthe State with this labor 
will meet with the hearty support of 
the people of the State. 


MINISTERIAL JOKES.—The minis- 
terial profession enjoys a joke as well 
asthe common herd of humapity, 
and sometimes the richest jokes are 
perpetuated by them.

The speaking throughout was of a 
high order of merit, and the preach- 
ing was exceptionally good, while 
the spirit of the whole session Was 
inspiring. 

The Convention conducis its opera- 
tions through the agency of five 
Boards. The Boards of State and 
Foreign Missions are located in Ral- 
eigh, the Ministerial E-iucational 
Board at Wake Forest College, the 
Sunday School Board at Charlotte, 
and theChurch Extension Board at 
Wilmington. 

The amount of money contributed 
during the past year: To the State 
Missions by the State Board and Dis- 
trict Associations, $7,000; to Minis- 
terial Education, $1,600; to Foreign 
Missions, $2,500; to Sunday Schools, 
about $300; to Indian Missions, $1,- 
430 ; or a total of some $12,050. 

There are at present representing 
the Ftate Convention six students for 
the ministry at the Greenville (8. C.) 
Theological Seminary, and twenty- 


six at Wake Forest College, most of 


whom are beneficiaries. 

About 5,000 souls were added to the 
churches in the State during the year 
just closed. 

The Rev, F. M. Jordan, General 
Avangelist, reported 691 persons as 
having professed religion under his 
ministry during the past two years.

THE DEATH OF VICE-PREsI- 
DENT WILSON, 


The President Announces the Fact 
in Feeliang Terms—Respect to be 
Paid to His Remains—Particulars 
of His Death. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov’ 22.—The 
following is the announcement by 
the President of the death to-day of 
Vice-President Wilson : 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22nd, 1875. 

It is witb profound serrow that the 
President has to announce to the 
people of the United States, the death 
of the Vice-President, Henry Wil- 
son, who died in the Capital of the 
nation this morning. The eminent 
station of the deceased, his high char- 
acter, his long career in the service of 
his State and of the Union, his ele- 
vation to the cause of freedom and 
the ability which he brought to the 
discharge of every duty, stand con- 
spicuous and are indelibly impressed 
on the hearts and affections of the 
American people. In testimony of 
respect forthis distinguished citizen 
and faithful public servant, the va- 
rious departments of the government 
will be closed en the day of the fune- 
ral and the Executive Mansion and 
all the Executive Departments in 
Washington will be draped with 
badges of mourning for thirty days. 
The Secretaries of war and of the 
navy will issue orders that appropri- 
ate military and naval honors be 
rendered to the memory of one 
whose virtues and services will long 
be borne in recollection by a grateful 
nation. Signed,

At 
three this morning his rest was dis- 
turbed by a pain in the chest. He was 
relieved by rubbing the chest with 
anodyne which had been prescribed, 
andagain slept, He awoke preecisely 
at seven o'clock. He said he had slept 
ney and was much refreshed, 
sat up in bed and took a glass of bit- 
ter water which had been prescribed. 
Shortly after he arose and walked 
about the room. His attendant notie- 
eda change in Mr. Wilson about a 
quarter t seven. He was then 
lying in bed drawing short and 
hurried breaths, moving about un- 
easily, and his limbs twitching con- 
valsively. Physicians were valled. It 
Was noticed that his breathing grew 
shorter and weaker witb each breath 
and as the atteudant moved around 
the bed to support his head, he gave 


one long grasp and expired, Four -

e called for water and drank a glass- 
fall each time. Night before last he 
complained of his old trouble with 
pain at the base of the brain, and re- 
marked he must have more determin- 
ed treatment, but said nothing about 
it to the doctor. Last night between 
six and eight o’clock he said if the 
doctor were here I would havea blister 
applied to the back of my neck. From 
8 to 9:30 his attendants munipulated 
him, pinching him thoroughly. He 
never liked to be rubbed. There is 
no evidence in his face that Mr. Wil- 
son suffered severely. His face wears 
the usual pleasant expression.

A 
microsopical examination will be 
made hereafter of the Jungs. | 
pleuritic adhesions on left side ; cole- 
areous deposit the sizeof a in the 
middie lobe of the right lung; lungs 
congested hypostasis.
